long, approximately a third larger 
than the average modern news- 
paper page. 
.News is mingled indiscriminate- 


ly with advertising and literature 
throughout the four pages of the 
paper, and lengthy epistles on 
highly controversial subjects such 
as temperance and politics share 
spacf. with highly romantic stories 
wedding notes, funerals and pithy 
sarcasms. 


Terms used in display advertis- 


ing are understandable only- to 
the 
eldest members of modern 
day society, and the form of the 
ads is quite different from that 
which appears in modern papers. 
Mr. Starks reported that .the 


paper was encountered about four, 
years ago while unpacking a ship- 
ment of toys from the northern 
states. 
The paper is well' pre- 


served and is filled with quite 
interesting reading material.

SUCCUMBS TUESDAY-AFTER 


BRIEF ILLNESS 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 7.— 


(/Pi—Count Albert Apponyi, Hun- 
garian statesman, died here today 
after n brief illness. 


LONDON, Feb. 7.~(/P>—The Ex- 


change Telegraph reported 
from 


Geneva today that Count 
Albert 


Apponyi, . Hungarian 
statesman, 


had died. 


Count Albert Apponyi first be- 


came a member of the Hungarian 
chamber of deputies In 1872 as a 
representative of the conservative 
party, but later he became leader 
ol the nationalist party and fought 
the Austrian Hapsburp ministers 
for the creation 
of a national 


Hungarian army. 
In 180 he switched again, to the 


Liberal party, 
becoming 
privy 


councillor in 1901, 
but two years 


later he re-established the nation- 
alist party and resumed his fight 
for a Hungarian army. 


He represented hlg government 


at congresses all over the world, 
and In 1919 led the- 
Hungarian 


peace delegation to Versailles. 


Count Albert Apponyi saw the 


srrowth of the Hungarian capital 
and with it that of the Hungar- 
ian constitution and with paternal 
solicitude threw all the weight of 
hla political influence into legisla- 
tion affecting the welfare of city 
children. 


Great Orator. 


Apponyi's great strength was In 


his oratory, his power to hold the 
attention not only of the common 
crowd but of the most Intelligent 
of audiences. 
But his persuasion 


and argument seldom boro a full 
measure of practical fruits, espec- 
ially when his subject affected his 
own country. 


He was known to be a Hungar- 


ian Nationalist and patriot, who 
only saw things aa they affected 
his country. It was to this trait 
that .ho owed for many years tho 
antagonism of tho Austrian court 
and the small success of his mis- 
sion to Trianon as delegate of his 
country at the peace negotiations. 
Unlike his father, the Chancello 
George Apponyi, tha most devoted 
of supporters of the Hapaburgs, 
Albert 
Apponyi fought 
a bitter 


battle for the establishment of a 
^separate Hungarian 
army. 


Tho Count's attitude of antag- 


onism towards tho House of Haps- 
burg, as a matter of fact, made 
him suspected of republican 
ten- 


dencies until he openly espoused. 
the cause of Kaiser Karl's son, 
Otto.

ytili wavered between Hapsburg-
